COUNT ONE 



On or about July 20, 2005, within the District of Columbia, ORAGE RUTHLEDGE, did 

unlawfully, knowingly and intentionally use a communication facility, that is, a telephone, to 

facilitate the distribution of cocaine base, also known as crack, in violation of Title 2 1 , United States 

Code, Section 841(a)(1). 

(Unlawful Use of a Communication Facility, in violation of Title 21, United States Code, 
Section 843(b)) 
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COUNT TWO 

On or about July 20, 2005, within the District of Columbia, ORAGE RUTHLEDGE, did 

imlawfully, knowingly and intentionally distribute a mixture and substance containing a detectable 

amount of cocaine base, also known as crack, a Schedule II narcotic drug controlled substance, and 

the amount of said mixture and substance was 5 grams or more. 

(Unlawful Distribution of 5 Grams or More of Cocaine Base, in violation of Title 21, 
United States Code, Sections 841(a)(1) and 841(b)(l)(B)(iii)) 

COUNT THREE 

On or about July 20, 2005, within the District of Columbia, ORAGE RUTHLEDGE, did 

unlawfully, knowingly and intentionally distribute a mixture and substance containing a detectable 

amount of cocaine base, also known as crack, a Schedule H narcotic drug controlled substance, and 

the amount of said mixture and substance was 5 grams or more, in violation of Title 21, United 

States Code, Section 841(a)(1), within one thousand feet of the real property comprising Myrtilla 

Miner Elementary School, a public elementary school in the District of Columbia. 

(Unlawful Distribution of Cocaine Base Within 1000 Feet of a School, in violation of 
Title 21, United States Code, Section 860(a)) 

COUNT FOUR 

On or about July 27, 2005, within the District of Columbia, ORAGE RUTHLEDGE, did 

unlawfully, knowingly and intentionally use a communication facility, that is, a telephone, to 

facilitate the distribution of cocaine base, also known as crack, in violation of Title 2 1 , United States 

Code, Section 841(a)(1). 

(Unlawful Use of a Communication Facility, in violation of Title 21, United States Code, 
Section 843(b)) 
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COUNT FIVE 

On or about July 27, 2005, within the District of Columbia, ORAGE RUTHLEDGE, did 

imlawfully, knowingly and intentionally distribute a mixture and substance containing a detectable 

amount of cocaine base, also known as crack, a Schedule II narcotic drug controlled substance, and 

the amount of said mixture and substance was 50 grams or more. 

(Unlawful Distribution of 50 Grams or More of Cocaine Base, in violation of Title 21, 
United States Code, Sections 841(a)(1) and 841(b)(l)(A)(iii)) 

COUNT SIX 

On or about July 27, 2005, within the District of Columbia, ORAGE RUTHLEDGE, did 

unlawfully, knowingly and intentionally distribute a mixture and substance containing a detectable 

amount of cocaine base, also known as crack, a Schedule H narcotic drug controlled substance, and 

the amount of said mixture and substance was 50 grams or more, in violation of Title 21, United 

States Code, Section 841(a)(1), within one thousand feet of the real property comprising Edison 

Friendship Junior Academy, a public elementary school in the District of Columbia. 

(Unlawful Distribution of Cocaine Base Within 1000 Feet of a School, in violation of 
Title 21, United States Code, Section 860(a)) 

COUNT SEVEN 

On or about August 5, 2005, within the District of Columbia, ORAGE RUTHLEDGE, did 

unlawfully, knowingly and intentionally use a communication facility, that is, a telephone, to 

facilitate the distribution of cocaine base, also known as crack, in violation of Title 2 1 , United States 

Code, Section 841(a)(1). 

(Unlawful Use of a Communication Facility, in violation of Title 21, United States Code, 
Section 843(b)) 
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COUNT EIGHT
